ALBERTA COAL 

Alberta has immense deposits of 
coal and some 380 mines. Under pres¬ 
ent conditions, those mines have lack¬ 
ed markets and few of them have been 
operated continuously. Their produc¬ 
tion costs, consequently have been 
'high. An increaed demand for Alber¬ 
ta coal would be advantageous to the 
mine operators and miners and to the 
Province. An increased consumption 
of Canadian coal would benefit the Do¬ 
minion by keeping in the country a 
huge sum of money that is now spent 
each year outside its boundaries. 
Moreover, it would have a national 
value, because it would bring about 
closer trade relations between the 
provinces.—Mail and Empire.

LIVING ON TAX MONEY 

Grattan O’Leary, of the Press Gal¬ 
lery, Ottawa, addressing the London 
Kiwanis Club, declared that in Cana¬ 
da more than 500,000 people out of a 
population of nine millions are today 
living on tax money. He proposed 
very drastic curtailment of public ex- 1 
penditure by reducing the Senate to 
72 members, and cutting the indemni¬ 
ties of the Senators-my $1,000 a year; 
reducing judge’s salaries by one-fifth; 
the reducing of the number of Cabinet 
Ministers to twelve; dispensing with 
the portfolios of Secretary of State 
and the Solicitor-General which he cal¬ 
led merely sinecures; and the combin¬ 
ing of the Departments of Public 
Works, Canals, Railways and Fisher¬ 
ies under one administrative head. Mr. 
O’Leary would group the three Mari¬ 
time Provinoes in one Legislature, and 
join the Yukon with iBrilinh Columbia 
in one Legislature. Canada, he said, is 
paying its politicians $2,900,000 a 
year, as compared with $1,230,000 paid 
by the people of Great Britain for 
similar services. , 

DIET FOR SCHOOL CHILDREN 

School children should get no cake, 
no pudding, no jam, no pastries, no 
sugar, and no candy, says Dr. Henry 
Campbell, leading British dietary ex¬ 
pert, London. He denounces the 
school candy store’ as “an evil which 
should be done away with.” “The 
country would gain vastly,” he said 
if all candy stores were converted into 
vegetables and fruit stores. Pudding 
and pastries of all descriptions should 
be barred absolutely. They provide 
no exercise for the teeth and jaws and 
merely pamper the appetite. “Each 
boy should should have three ounces 
-w butter daily. Next to cod liver oil, 
butter contains the most fat. 

The plan for national marketing of 
Canadian produce is being considered 
and such a project deserves the most 
careful consideration. The farmers of 
western Canada, after some difficulty 
and much effort and enterprise, have 
nearly completed a plan for the na¬ 
tional marketing of wheat 


AIRSHIP EXPERIMENTS 

The British Air Ministry is said to 
be experimenting with rotating cylin¬ 
ders like those used in Herr Flettner’s 
rotor ship, which has recently received 
much publicity. According to the 
theory cylinders set horizontally in¬ 
stead of vertically can be used in 
place of wings, with a distinct addition 
to the flying power of the machine. 
The cylinders are revolved cl ockwi se 
relatively to the forward motion of the 
air over the top of the cylinders and 
retards it below the cylinder. The ac¬ 
celerated air exercises a lifting force, 
and the retarding air tends to push 
the cylinder upward, so that the effect 
is doubled. That, at least, is the 
theory. How the experiment works we 
shall no doubt soon learn. 

EMBARGOES 

The Dominion Government seems 
yet to be somewhat hesitant about tak¬ 
ing deeisive action in the proposed 
embargo propositions before it, not¬ 
withstanding the sentiment of popu¬ 
lar opinion, as generally expressed 
publically and otherwise, for its en¬ 
actment. There seems to be some 
timidity, or fear of offending the in¬ 
terests of the United States, if an em¬ 
bargo act should be passed, and the 
feeling is apparent that the back bone 
of our government is becoming weak 
and should have the attention of a 
chiropractor. With the fantastic bluff 
and threatening retaliatory measures 
proposed to be introduced by certain 
interests in the States who would be 
directly effected by the passage of an 
embargo act, and who, as a small com¬ 
parative interest would have little in¬ 
fluence in this regard, the Dominion 
of (Canada have little to fear in adopt¬ 
ing legislative measures for the pro¬ 
tection of its own resources. Too 
much heed-has so far been acknow¬ 
ledged by our government in the pass¬ 
ing of acts for our ultimate good. The 
arguments or rather the non-argu¬ 
ments of passion and fawning fear of 
our existing pleasant relations, seem 
to be the basis of their claims for pro¬ 
tection .from our embargoes, and this 
in the face of similar United States 
embargoes at present acting to the 
detriment of Canadian products. They 
laugh up their sleeves at “the biggest 
sucker nation on earth,” while down 
in their hearts they would hold us in 
far greater respect and esteem if we 
would battle them as "like for like” 
and confirm our independence in the 
management of our political affairs. 
Canada’s natural resources make her 
■independent, and the sooner this spirit 
is displayed, the sooner the re¬ 
spect due her will be exemplified in our 
international relations. 

No doubt the Prince of Wales will 
inform his father, the King, where to 
go to find rest and contentment. 

The Prince of Wales thinks nothing 
of taking part in a fox hunt in the 
country and returning to London the 
same evening and delivering an after- 
dinner speech at a banquet 

American newspapermen no doubt 
understand the nature of the embargo 
on Canadian cattle going to the states, 
but yet they do not seem to under¬ 
stand why Canada should attempt to 
put an embargo on pulpwood. 
Strange isn’t it. 

It is said that a movement is on 
foot in the United States to make that 
country a self-contained economic unit. 
The idea is only a dream, we would 
say, so long as Canada continues to be 
the chief source of the pulpwood sup¬ 
ply for the American paper mills. On 
the other hand the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment might lend some assistance to 
the movement by imposing a duty on 
the export of pulpwood.—Whitley 
Gazette. 

Splendid showing has been made by 
some of the municipal hospitals in the 
province during the past year. In 
High River the municipal hospital re¬ 
ports that it has an actual anticipated j 
cash surplus of $20,000 as a result of 
the year's operations, after providing 
for 1926 debenture payments, and oth¬ 
er expenses. In Hanna the hq^pital' 
has a surplus of $8,062.97 out of which j 
it has to provide only for accouhts 
payable to the extent of $484.33. |

TELEPHONE REPORT 

Necessity for higher rates on gov¬ 
ernment phones in the province is em¬ 
phasized in the 1924 report of the 
provincial government telephone 
branch submitted to th^legislature the 
past week. The financial report shows 
that though there was an increase of 
$15,987 in toll revenues and an in¬ 
crease of $26,132 in exchange reven¬ 
ues, there was a drop of $4,508 in rur¬ 
al phone revenue. Taken with the 
higher interest charges, the system 
was left with a net deficit of $123,712.- 
19 for the year. A total of 1937 rural 
phones were removed during the year, 
and 1318 phones were added, showing 
a net loss of 619 phones. The report 
refers to the large mileage of “dead” 
line in the rural districts, and the 
non-existence of a proper replacement 
fund, as reasons pointing toward the 
necessity of increased rates in the near 
future. In exchange phones there was 
a net gain of 1904 during the year. 
There are now a total of 54,000 phones 
in use, of which 20,000 are rural. A 
total of 974 cities, towns and hamlets 
in the province are connected by the 
system, and there is connection with 
461 points in Saskatchewan, 238 points 
in Manitoba, 540 points on the Moun¬ 
tain States phone system in the West¬ 
ern States, and 32 points in B. C. The 
total long distance circuit mileage in 
the province is nol£ 35,502 miles, of' 
which 599 miles are in the Peace River 
district. The report comments on the 
fact that the system is one of the best 
organized on the continent from the 
standpoint of service.

Farmers are Cautioned to Beware of 
the Expected Campaign to Sell 
. this Brand. 

Although tried time and again by 
numerous Experimental Stations, 
Alaska, or “Miracle" wheat has failed 
to gain a place for itself,except among 
those who woifld exploit it for their 
own financial gain. But unless history 
fails to repeat itself this spring, we 
may expect soon to see the signs of an 
aggressive campaign, having as its 
objective the sale of this wheat to 
western farmers. We may expect to 
hear or read about marvellous yields 
that it is capable of producing under 
all conditions of growth. One of the 
promoters of this wheat, a few years 
ago claimed that from one head he ob¬ 
tained a return of seven pounds and 
from these seven pounds he produced 
1645 pounds or an increase of approxi¬ 
mately 220-fold. This variety belongs 
to the Poulard subspecies of wheat be- j 
ing somewhat intermediate between 
the common and durum wheats. It 
has numerous aliases, the most com¬ 
mon' of which are, Egyptian, Eldorado, 
Many-headed, Miracle, Mummy, Sev- 1 
en-headed. It has always been easy to 
interest people in this wheat owing to 
its branched head. If an unbranched 
head will yield so much, it is argued, 
surely a branched head will yield much 
more. While head for head, this may 
he—true,—yet experiments have not 
shown that it holds good acre for acre. 
This wheat was probably introduced 
into North America from Europe or 
Egypt in „ Colonial days. It was re¬ 
ceived by the Philadelphia Society for 
promoting Agriculture in 1807, since 
which time it has appeared periodical¬ 
ly under one name or another. In 19- 
OS the U, S. Dept, of Agriculture be¬ 
gan an extensive investigation of this 
wheat, which investigation continued 
for several years. In the meantime it 
has been tried by farmers all over the 
U. S., but it is not grown anywhere as 
a commercial crop. The fact that it 
has never became established in spite 
of the remarkable advertising it has 
received is a good indication of its in¬ 
feriority. Promoters, however, resur¬ 
rect it periodically and owing to its 
striking^and unusual appearance, man¬ 
age to sell it to the unsuspecting far¬ 
mer at exorbitant prices. As far back 
as 1840 the records show of one enter- 
prizing gentleman offering this wheat 
at $5 per head. The essential facts 
concerning Alaska wheat have been 
summed up very nicely in a bulletin 
published, at the conclusion of exten¬ 
sive tests conducted at many points in 
j the U. S., by the United States Depart- 
j ment of Agriculture (Bulletin No. 357, 

1 1916, P. 27). This summary iS'as fol- 
j lows: 

(1) That it has been used in this 
. country very often as a means of de¬ 
ceiving people and very seldom as a 
• farm crop. 

I (2) That it has failed to produce 
| even fair yields when tried in many 
parts of the country, and has never 
been known/to produce extraordinary 
yields. / 

(3) That it is not a good milling 
wheat. 

(4) That the branched head is not 
a sign of superior yielding power. 

Announcement was made a few days 
ago that a doctor had discovered a 
cure for scarlet fever.

PHONE CONNECTION 

It will not be long before Alberta 
people will be able to hold phone com¬ 
munications with New York, San 
Francisco, and other points in the Un¬ 
ited States. Within the next three 
months, connection will be established 
between the Alberta Government 
phone system and the Trancontinental 
phone system in the States, by means 
of three long distance lines which are 
to be brought to the southern border 
of the province by way of the Moun¬ 
tain States phone system in Montana. 
This will provide almost continent¬ 
wide phone connection for Alberta. 

AMENDMENTS TO LIQUOR ACT 

Amendments to the Alberta Liquor 
Control Act were submitted to the 
Legislature during the past week. 
Among these amendments is one 
which provides that no license to sell 
beer will be issued to any club after 
April 30, 1926, save renewals to clubs 
already licensed. Another amendment 
will give the liquor board power to 
regulate hours of canteens as well as 
government lftjuor stores, hotels, and 
clubs. Other important amendments 
are also made.

Cream¬ 
ery Butter—Market somewhat weak 
but light make is keeping price up on 
cartons and prints; car lots rather 
scarce, but basic price is between 3014 
to 31c. Dairy Butter—Receipts at 
central points very light. Cheese— 
Supply of really good-cheese in West 
well used up and prices advanced to I 
24c for stiltons and twins 21c. 

Eggs—Calgary and Edmonton deal¬ 
ers paying 40c basis extras and re¬ 
ceipts light, owing to bad weather 
checking production; Lethbridge quo¬ 
ting 35c basis extras. Poultry—Very 
light marketing and demand very slow 
heavier receipts would break prices. 
Potatoes—Colder weather and light 
stocks on hand at Calgary boosted pri¬ 
ces up again'to $40 for A grade. 

Hay—Dealers reporting several in¬ 
quiries from farmers and ranchers 
who are apparently uneasy at contin¬ 
ued cold weather and deep snow which 
is still found in many parts of the 
province. Market showing stronger 
tone in all districts. 

Hides—Tanners out of the market 
now and tone bad. The dealers give 
warning regarding advisability of salt¬ 
ing hides s*on, to avoid hair-slipping. 

Furs—Last sale at New York shows 
jalues paid by the western dealers 
about in line with commercial demand 
and not much change in quotations. 

The Provincial Legislature will be 
asked to vote the sum of $520,000 for 
the twenty miles extension proposed 
to be built to the Lacombe and North¬ 
western Railway. The sum of $130,- 
000 will also be asked for maintenance 
and upkeep and equipment on the A. 
and G. W. line, which may ormay not 
be required. Last year the Legisla¬ 
ture voted $184,Q00 for this purpose, 
but none of it was required. This year 
a- smaller sum is being asked. 


IN THE LEGISLATURE 

The entire past week has been taken 
up in the Legislature with the debate 
on the speech from the” throne and will 
be continued the coming week. Night 
sessions will start on Monday. Hon. 
C. R. Mitchell, Leader of the Opposi¬ 
tion, has introduced an amendment to 
the motion to adopt the address, which 
proposes economies and suggests re¬ 
ductions in sessional indemnities and 
ministerial salaries. During the week 
24 bills were introduced by members of 
the government, most of them provid¬ 
ing amendments to existing statutes. 
Premier Greenfield has on the order 
paper the following resolution on im¬ 
migration: 

‘While the responsibility for fram¬ 
ing and carry into effect immigration 
policies rests primarily with the do¬ 
minion government, the result of such 
policies seriously affects the welfare of 
the province in creating demapd for 
extensions of provincial sei vices and 
making possible problems of unem¬ 
ployment. 

“Therefore, believing that a sound 
and -well-directed immigration policy 
is in the interests of thfe dominion, this 
house is of the opinion that the domin¬ 
ion government, in framing its immi¬ 
gration policy for the future should, 
as far as possible, have regard to: 

“1. The consolidation of coloniza¬ 
tion settlement and the relation of 
such settlement to existing public ser- 
vice. _ 

“2. Careful selection of immi¬ 
grants. 

“3. Reasonable supervision of im¬ 
migrants after settlement, and that in 
framing such policy there should be 
full co-operation between the dominion 
and provinces not only to insure the 
successful settlement of the land, but 
al so to avoid duplication of effort and 
expense. 

Hon. R. G. Reid has the following 
resolution: That this House continue 
to urge on the Dominion Government 
the necessity for a Federal Farm Loan 
Scheme and request that action be tak¬ 
en at the present Session of Parlia¬ 
ment to make the necessary provision 
to make such a scheme effective. 

Hon. V. W Smith has a resolution as 
follows: That this Legislature is of 
the opinion that the equalization of 
freight rates throughout Canada is 
impossible without statutory provis¬ 
ions for maximum rates in.those parts 
of Canada in which freight rates are 
not controlled by competitive water 
transportation rates; and further: 
that the Government of Alberta should 
continue its efforts to insure such sta¬ 
tutory provisions and also the equali¬ 
zation of rates affecting different 
points within the Province. This Leg¬ 
islature is further of the opinion that 
the Government should continue its 
efforts to obtain an equalization of 
rates on primary products for ship¬ 
ment for export as well as for do¬ 
mestic consumption to and from the 
Pacific Coast. 

Alberta Government Railways hand¬ 
led nearly half a million bushels of 
grain up to the end of 19J4, according 
to figures just published. The Alberta 
and Great Waterways shipped down 
from northern points 313,393 bushels 
of all grains, of which 128,588 bush¬ 
els—was wheat. The. Lacombe and 
Northwestern line handled a total of 
428,418 bushels of grain, of which 
100,388 bdshels was wheat.

The federal parliament at Ottawa 
favors prohibition of jgacing tips. 

It looks like a general rise in prices 
of all farm products. A year ago 
there was no deipand for hides and 
many farmers threw them & way. Now 
as high as 6 cents per lb. is offered. 

The legislature of Ontario is consid¬ 
ering an increase in the sessional in¬ 
demnities of members from $1400 to 
$2,000, while in Alberta an attempt is 
being made to lower the indemnity 
from $2,000 to $1,400. 

A total of 1,584,350 boxes of cheese 
were graded in Canada in 1924 by the 
Dominion Dairy Branch, this being an 
increase of 126,221 boxes over 1923. 
Of the total number 5,823 boxes grad¬ 
ed “special”; 1,336,821 were in the first 
grade; 225,464 boxes graded No. 2; 
aiyd 16,242 graded No. 3. 

It is stated that following the strike 
of the rich oil well of the Imperial Oil 
Company in the Turner Valley, south¬ 
west of Calgary, more wells will be 
drilled in that vicinity in the coming 
season. Further drilling is also to be 
done in the border field near Coutts, 
and in the Wainwright field east of 
Edmonton. 

Announcement that the Alberta 
Government had accepted the offer of 
the Federal Government with respect 
to the return of the natural resources 
to provincial control, was made in the 
Legislature during the past week by 
Premier Greenfield. The basis of set¬ 
tlement is that the province will take 
over the remaining resources, and will 
receive payment of the amount of the 
present subsidy for three years. The 
agreement is subject to authorization 
by both the Federal Parliament and 
the Provincial Legislature, 

The first of the five new Avro-Viper 
Aeroplanes has been tested here and 
found to be very satisfactory after be¬ 
ing put through the usual tests in the 
air. The other four planes are expect¬ 
ed in the near future. These new ma¬ 
chines, along with two of the old ones, 
will be in commission on the forestry 
air patrol this year. The new aero¬ 
planes have been designed specially 
expensive to operate than the old type, 
for patrol work and will be much less 
They are -txne-seater planes and em¬ 
body all the latest improvements. The 
planes will this year be equipped with 
radio sending sets and will be able to 
communicate with rangers’ stations 
direct. Experiments were carried on 
in this form of communication last 
fall and were very successful. 

The report of the sale of George 
Lane’s big Namaka farm to Russian 
Mennonites, as appeared in the Cal¬ 
gary papers, is not correct according 
to officials of the company who visited 
High River on Wednesday. Mr. El¬ 
more, treasurer, informed The Times 
that the Namaka farm consists of 13,- 
320 acres and was leased for one year 
to twenty-five families of Mennonites, 
who will occupy the place at once in 
order to be in readiness for spring 
seeding. The' 25 families represent 
about 100 people who have resided in 
Alberta for the pastAiine months. The 
farm will be conducted as a colony and 
mixed farming will be earned on. The 
number of acres that will be cultivated 
m « spring will be about 5,000 acres. 
This farm is considered one of the best 
holdings in the province and in past 
years has produced enormous yields of 
wheat. Mr. Lane purchased it in 1912 
and Mr. Herb Miller has managed it 
during those years. It is stated 
Mr. Miller will continue to live on the 
farm supervising operations.
